In the reports it Ib stated that Subject was of great aid to 
the Telegraf publisher in obtaining American support for 
the newspaper. BUM is alleged!# by C S3 ' to have worked 
for Americans in Frankfurt for which service she was made 
an editor of the Telegraf end then appointed the Bonn corres- 
pondent of Telegraf . It was also claimed that Subject had 
been the mistress of Count CIABO. We wish to point out 
that C_ J3 reporting on Telegraf matters , in which 
he was deeply and nefariously involved, would of necessity 
be colored.

( 4 ) Concerning the information submitted by Bonn, 
that base states that they have no information on CAKESE 1 s 
reported contacts with the Soviet Embassy and the "Pravda" 
correspondent. If such contacts existed or do exist , they 
in all probability represent the natural outgrowth of 
Subject 'b Journalistic activities In the B onn area. The 
Field will, however, attempt to obtain further information 
on this aspect of Subject's activities.

We have requested 
that the Field submit an up-to-date IRQ U which will be forwarded as soon 
as It is received In Headquarters. 

In answer to your final question on Form 689 dated 19 January 1961, 
Subject continues to be of interest, we do not wish to cancel her processing 
and we would, appreciate your proceeding with her Approval Insofar as Is 
possible given the information still outstanding.
